The News does not de-

the usual commercial basis. 
But it does question a cur- 
rent trend and intention. 

In its words: ". . . we cer- 
tainly did not create REA 
so that it might one day com- 
pete wifh private enterprise. 
And this, of course, is what 
REA is attempting to do at 
this very moment . . . REA 
has a worthwhile job to per- 
form. And that job is to 
bring service to those who 
live, away . from established 
free enterprise tines. If (a) 
private power companies can 
do- the job, indeed there 
should never be any question 
of 'who gets the customer'." 
This point of view has 
much to recommend it. For 
one thing, it is based on eco- 
nomic justice. For another, 
it is based on ecdhomic rea- 
son — a reason which becomes 
more and more important in 
an era when, it seems, we 
are to spend more money 
while collecting less in tajtes 
and runlnng up bigger and 
bigger Inflationary deficits. 
Let REA and the member co- 
ops be given full credit for 
the excellent work they have 
done in many instances. But 
let them be held to their 
proper task — which is not to 
usurp areas of service, some 
urban and industrial, which 
now, as always, are taken 
care of by private enterprise 
with total adequacy.

A good basic tool kit which 
will fake care of most minor 
emergencies should, include 
the following: 

Wider pump pliors for re- 
moving and changing spark 
plugs. The adjustment fea- 
ture makes this a handy tool 
/or a variety of other use* 
such as removing tho tail 
nut of - the Iqwcr unit for 
shear pin or prop changes or 
to loosen a stubborn gas tank 
cap. 

A blade type screwdriver 
for needle valve adjustment, 
emergency wiring problems 
and tightening any screws 
that may have worked loose. 

A Phillips head screw- 
driver— -many outboard mo- 
tors use fittings requiring 
special X-shuped type driver. 

A drift to dislodge jammed 
shear pins. 

A pair of common pliers to 
remove cotter pins or' tab 
locks. 

A small adjustable wrench 
suitable lor use on fuel line 
fittings and for tightening 
loose bolts. 

A roll of electrician's tape 
for emergency wiring re- 
pairs. 

In addition to these, tools, 
I would suggest a spare set 
of spark plugs, pre-gapped to 
the manufacturer's recom- 
mended electrode opening. 

Most plugs aro sold with 
the electrodes spaced at .030" 
or more. The gaps should 
bu adjusted to the motor 
manufacturer's specification. 

A can of lighter fluid will 
serve double duty to refuel 
your lighter and to give you 
an excellent degumming 
fluid., for cleaning fouled 
spark plugs, 

If tlie lower unit of your 
motor is equipped with shear 
pins, be sure to carry a 
spare supply. Include a sup- 
ply of cotter pins and at least 
one spare prop nut. 

A jackknife can be used 
for skinning wiring insula- 
tion, scraping carbon depos- 
its or cutting away a snagged 
fishing line from your prop 
assembly. 

A flashlight will help you 
pick up a mooring buoy in 
tho. dark, spot the number on 
a channel marker or even 
locate the tools in your box. 

Better include a spare 
bulb or two for your boat's 
lights and a few spare fuses. 

A tube of lower unit 
grease 4n your tool kit will 
serve not only as a reminder 
that the lower unit needs at- 
tention from time to time, 
but it's also the ideal lubri- 
cant for remote controls, mo- 
tor fittings and to coat your 
propeller shaft whenever you 
have occasion to remove the 
propeller.
